They Were Used With Customary 
Effect in Capturing Abu 
Hamed's Stronghold. 



Twenty une ol" the Queen's Soldiers 
Killed and Many Wounded 
in the Attack. 



Caiho, Aug. 11. — Official despatches 
from Aaaouan, on the Nile, near the flret 
cataract, give details of the capture of 
Abu Hamed on August 7 by the Anglo- 
Egyptian troops under Colonel Hunteti 
after an eighteen-houra' march from 
Merawi. Colonel Planter kept all hia 
preparations for the attack a secret, in 
order to prevent the spies of the Khalifa 
in the Soudan from getting wind of his 
plans. He declined to allow any news- 
paper correspondents to accompany the 
columns to the front. 

After carrying the high irround over- 
looking tho town, the Anglo-Egyptian 
troops advanced to the attack upon lUe 
village. A atubhorn house to house 
light ensued, and Col. Hunter was 
obliged to bring up the artillery before 
it was possible to carry the position. 
The total loss was 21 killed and Gl 
wounded, of whom the 10th Soudanese 
battalion lost 14 killed, among them two 
British oflicers and 34 wounded. Major 
H. M. Sidney fell, mortally wounded, 
while leading his men to the attack, and 
died in five minutes. Three ligyptian 
officers received seven gun shot wounds. 
Col. Hunter in hia despatches highly 
praises the steadineea of the troops 
throughout the engagement. 

The village is a network ol crowded 
houses and twisting narrow alleys so 
that most of the fighting waa done at the 
point of the bayonet. The dervishes re- 
peatedly charged through the narrow 
Btreets. Finally their cavalry, having 
loat over half their number, fled pre- 
cipitately, followed by about lOOinfantry. 
These were all that escaped. The der- 
vish commander Mohammed Zein was 
captured. Another well known Emir 
stubbornly defended himself with hie 
followers in a strongly fortified house and 
waa only killed at last when the house 
was destroyed t)y the artillery. A large 
number of priaoners, arms, standards, 
camels and horses with other property 
waa taken. The Nile at Merawi is in a 
moat unpleasant state from the corpses 
floating down. 

The inhabitants, as during the ad- 
vance of the Dongola expedition, liave 
shown every kind of rejoicing at their 
deliverance from dervish oppression. 
Tho garrison at Abu Hamed had been 
much increased since the defeat of the 
Kabn tribe, and the capture of Metem- 
neh by his forces. On the other hand 
Col. Hunter's troops were assisted in 
capturing the town by some friendly 
Arabs from Mirad, 

The lose of Major Sidney and Lieut. 
Fitzclarenco is deeply deplored. Tliey 
were very popular men in the army. 

At the jireeent the gunerid aitnation is 
.TS follows: The Klmlifa continues to 
reinforce the army of occupation nt 
Metemneh under JMahiiioiul. Both fides 
of the river have been fortified, IMah- 
moud recently sent reinfovcements to 
lierber, but recalled them on hearing of 
the advance of Col. Hunter upon Abu 
Ilanied. He now threatened to advance 
on Jakdul, a village held by friendly 
arabs, but it is expected that the arrival 
of the gunboats at Abu Hamed shortly 
will prevent him from leaving Metem- 
neh with any considerable force. 



EXCITEMENT IN SPOKANE. 

A Cr.Tzy Prospector From Fort Steele 
Empties Hi-, Itevolver With 
Deadly K.esiilts. 

.SroKANi;, Aug. 11). — ,Tohn Thotnas, a 
prospector from Fort .Steele, cither 
crazed witii licpior or laboring under tlie 
delusion that he was being persecuted, 
ran amuck to-day and, as a result, two 
men are mortally wounded and a man 
and a boy seriously injured. The list of 
wounded is: 

John Thomas, aged about 35, shot 
through the liver and in tho left shoul- 
der; will probably die witliin forty-eight 
hours. Ole Oleson, aged 18, of Anoka, 
Minn., shot above the left nipple; pro- 
bably mortally wounded. C. E. iJavis, 
of .Spokane, shot in the left shonlder ; 
(leHh wounii. Max .Jackson, aged 11, 
shot in the left wrist and linger; wounds 
slight. Thomas approached G. N. AVat- 
aon, of JjCavenworth, Wash., who was 
standing in front of the Grand hotel, and 
remarked : " Have you had all tho fun 
you wanted with me?" The man was a 
stranger to Watson, who replied: "1 
don't know what you mean." " Well," 
replied Thomas, in a savage tone, " I just 
wanted to know if you have had all tlie 
fun you wanted with me." 

The words were not oat of his mouth 
before he reached back for a revolver 
and began to lire. His first shot aimed 
at Mr. Watson tore a hole through the 
latter'a coat as ho was apeeding down 
the street to get out of the way. Two 
shots followed this in rapid succession, 
wildly aimed and narrowly missing peo- 
nle sitting on tho shady aide of the 
hotel. 

An informal duel then took place be- 



tween Thomas on one side and Chief of 
Police Warren and Officer Sullivan on 
tho other. Thomaa' shots were wild, 
and Oleson, Davis and Jackson, who 
were among the large crowd of specta- 
tors attracted to the scene of the shoot- 
ing, were struck. Thomas was finally 
hit. He started to run, but fell to the 
ground. 

When carried to the police station he 
asked the officers to take a pistol and 
kill him. To-night he was resting! nnder 
opiates, but would awaken now and 
then. He was in great pain. 

MANITOBA AND XORTHWEST. 

Rev. IVIr. Grant's Funeral— Shooting Fatality 
at Elkborn— Winnipeg's Civic 
HoUdny. 

WiNSiPEG, Aug. 12.— The funeral of 
the late Bev. Alex. Grant, drowned in 

Nepigon river last week, took place this 
afternoon to Kildonan cemetery, and 
was very largely attended. Rev. II. G. 
Mellick, late superintendent of mis- 
sions; Kev. C. P. Pitblado, of the West- 
minster ch\irch, p,nd Rov. -J. A. Vining, 
conducted tbe services. 

About 3,000 people spent Winnipeg's 
civic holinay to-day in excursions to 
Portage la Prairie and Selkirk. There 
was but one sporting attraction in the 
city, this being the final lacrosse match 
between the Victorias and the Newdales, 
the former winning. 

At Elkhorn last night the Duxbury 
brothers were out shooting, and in some- 
way Andrew Duxbury received a charge 
of shot in the breast, killing him instant- 
ly, several shots entering hia heart. 
Much sympathy is expressed on all 
sides for the bereaved family. The de- 
ceased was a highly respected and pros- 
perous young man. 

Peter Hourie and a dozen equawa are 
engaged at Regina in making peinmican 
for the Mounted Police to take to 
Yukon. 

The appointment of Major Walsh as 
administrator of the Yukon country is a 
very popular one here, where the Major 
is well known. 

A Nepigon diapatch says that the 
steam yacht Comanche, with Mark 
Hanna and party aboard, was released 
about 4 o'clock this afternoon, and left 
with all on board well. The yacht ran 
aground yesterday afternoon while pas- 
sing Nepigon straits, some 100 miles 
from here. The tugs Mary Ann . and 
SyB(iuit arrived from Port Arthur this 
morning, and soon succeeded in getting 
her off without damage. 

EASTERN FOOLISHNESS. 

New York Editors Who Think That United 
States Blnff Can Work in 
Yukon. 

Toronto, Aug. 11. — The Globe, in this 
morning's issue, discussing the threats 
of the New York Sun and New Y'ork 
Journal, that Americans in Klondyke 
will not abide by the Canadian laws and 
regulations there, says: "All that is 
necessary for us in Canada to do is to 
state our own proposition with courtesy 
and firmness. IClondyke is British and 
Canadian territory, and British and 
Canadian it will remain , as all sensible 
Americans must know. All peaceful, 
law-abiding citizens will be welcomed, 
whether they bo British or American, 
French or German, and no attempt be 
made to discriminate against the foreign 
miner, or to rob him of the fair reward 
for hia toil and recompense for the hard- 
ships he must endure. There will be 
one law for all ; but that law will be 
made in Canada, and not in New York, 
and will be enforced, no matter how the 
Sun may rage, and the Journal imagine 
mean things." 

Tho Mail, editorially discussing the 
declarations of American miners that the 
Oaiuidian Yukon would be seized says: 
" If that sort of thing were contemplated 
or attempted, we should merely have to 
draft a few more police into tlie district, 
ami charge the foreign miners an added 
royalty to cover the expenses thereby 
involved." 



GEKMANY'S PKOTEST. 

Latest Representations as to tbe United 
States Tariff Only a Formal 
Repetition. 

Bkui.in, Aug. 12. — The renewal of tho 
German protest against the Uingley tar- 
ill' has revived in the agrarians the most 
extravagant expectations, and they are 
advocating vi;.'oroua reprisals, on the 
ground that Germany would lose but 
little by such a course. The Ivoelnische 
/eituiig, leferring to tlieao deiuands, ex- 
l)lains that the second protest was only 
of formal significance, inasmuch as it is 
customary to repeat a protest when an 
objectionable measure actually passes 
into lav/. The paper says the attitude 
of the government is essentially un- 
changed. 

AUDIE.NCE WITH THE POPE. 

Sir Willrid and Lady Laurier Spend a 
Hour With His Holiness. 

Rome, Aug. 12.— The Pope to-day re- 
ceived the Canadian Premier Sir Wilfrid 
and Lady Laurier. The audience, which 
began at noon, lasted an hour, and was 
of a very cordial nature. His Holiness 
asked for detailed information reiiardlng. 
the situation of afi'airs in Canada, and 
especially questioned the Canadian 
statesman on the subject of the Mani- 
toba schools.

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Aug. 12. — The government 
are now considering the establishment 
of a bank at Dawson City for the safe 
keeping of the miners' gold dust. The 
proposal is to take the gold and isBne Do- 
minion or United States notes in ex- 
change. The absurdity of supposing 
that the miners will patronize an insti- 
tution that will render the collection of 
royalty ts&By and certain has not yet 
dawned on the ministers at Ottawa. 

A circular sent out this morning to 
collectors instructs them to admit gooda 
from France at the preferential rate. 
This waa done becanse of tbe importan- 
ity of the French consul-general in Mon- 
treal. A dozen other favored nations 
will doubtless demand a similar conces- 
sion, and under the decision of the im- 
perial authorities it will have to be 
granted for a year. 

Frank Pedley, a young barrister of 
Toronto, ia to be appointed commis- 
sioner of immigration at Ottawa. Judge 
McGuire, of ]?rince Albert, has been 
transferred to the Y'ukon, and his place 
on the Northwest bench has been filled 
by the appointment of A. L. Sifton, 
brother of the minister of the interior. 
An order-in-council baa been passed ap- 
pointing Hon. Henry Aylmer, of Sher- 
brooke, registrar of the Yukon district. 
He was an unsuccessful candidate 
against Hon. W. B. Ives at last election. 
Major Walsh is to get a salary of f5,000. 
He will go West by way of Victoria and 
Dyea, and enter tbe interior of tbe 
country by dog train, as everything will 
be frozen up by that time. 

It is understood that the question of 
placing an export duty on logs will he 
held over by the cabinet until such time 
as Mr. Laurier returns. 

An order-in-council has been passed 
making regulations governing the ship- 
ment of ships' stores for use on board 
ships. In the case af spirits, tobacco 
and cigars they may be ex-warehoused 
free of excise duty on all regular lines of 
ocean steamers or vessels sailing to 
Europe, the West Indies, South America 
or any inland port on the Pacific ocean, 
or to the seal fisheries. 

The Klondyke Mining, Trading &, 
Transportation Company announce ia 
their prospectus that Inspector Strick- 
land IS their agent. The department 
does not know any thing ' about it, hnt 
expects that Inspector Strickland will 
leave for the Yukon on Saturday next. 
He could not hold both poaitiona. 

W. J. White, Canadian press agent of 
the Immigration department, arrived in 
the city to-day. He accompanied the 
excursion of the Wisconsin press repre- 
sentatives. This association will paas a 
resolution in favor of having their out- 
ing next year to the Northwest and 
British Columbia. Messrs. Sifton and 
Van Home extended an invitation to 
that effect. 



MAJOR WALSH'S OFFICE. 

He Was Not Anxious for It and Win Re- 
sign When Things Are In Shape— 
The Bank Proposition. 

Toronto, Aug. 12.— The Globe's Ottawa 
correspondent says : " Major Walsh baa 
accepted the administratorship of the 
Yukon at a salary of ^5,000 a year. He 
accepted at considerable pecuniary 
sacrifice, and will probably resign after 
the territory is thoroughly organized, in 
a year or two, and everything is running 
in order. 

" It is the intention of the government 
if practicable to establish a bank at Daw- 
son, where gold may be deposited ia 
safety and exchanged for drafts. Ttiia 
step, however, would necessitate the es- 
tablishment of an assay office as well." 

A Policeiiinn's Doings. 
Chicago, Aug. 12.— Charles W. Clif- 
ford, who killed his wife and himself 
yesterday at their home, 303 Boah 
treet, was a member of the famooa 
Greely expedition to the North Pole. 
Cli fiord went with the expedition as a 
carpenter. Policemen Gustavo A. Pen- 
not, of whom Clifford was jealous, haa 
been suspended by Chief Ripley pending 
an investigation. 

Alleged Embezzlement. 
Pic (iHiA, 111., Aug. 12.— W. A. Sheehan, 
ex-grand secretary and tren.surer of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad F'iremen, was 
arrested to-day at the instigation of the 
grand trustees, charged with the em- 
bezzlement of fl.SlO. He was released 
on $2,500 bail. It ia said by Mr. Shee- 
ban's friends that the prosecution ia 
sim ply persecution, and the matter might 
have been easily adjusted within the 
organi;>:ation.

Bival Bailroads Invoke a Discrim- 
inating Tariff to Clieck the 
Canadian Enterprise. 



GariTO of Tea Brongrlit via Vancou- 
ver Held ' at Giiicagro for 
Speciai Duty. 



Chicago, Aug. 11. — The drat applica- 
tion of tlie Bection of tlie new tariiT bill 
which, if it is Interpreted to mean as it 

reads, may brine disaster to Canada's 
great overland line, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, and restrict other Canadian 
railways which liave terminals in the 
United States in their ability to compete 
witti domestic corporations in delivering 
Asiatic and European imports, has been 
made by the collector of this port. A 
consignment of a trainload of Japan tea 
recently reached hero iu Canadian Pa- 
cific cars from Vancouver. Tea is not a 
dutiable article, and under tlio Wilson 
law the Japan-Vancouver consignment 
would have been permitted to go riiiht 
through for distribution, the consular 
seals on the cars serving to protect it 
from interference by customs oOicore. 
Collector Russell, however, was of the 
opinion that the new phrases in section 
22 required the collection of ii diacriini- 
nating duty of 10 per cent, becauso the 
tea while en route from Jajian luul been 
landed in Vancouver, B.C., and he took 
posBeaaion of the property pending a de- 
cision from the treasury department 
upon the exact application of the 
measure. 

Tlie section requires the collection and 
pay lueut of a discriminating duty of 10 
per cent. " on all goods, wares or mer- 
chandise which shall bo imported in 
vessels not of tlie United States, or 
which, being the production or manu- 
facture of any country not contiguous to 
the United States, shall come into the 
United States from such contiguous 
country."' 

The secretary of the treasury advised 
the collector to permit the importers of 
the tea to take it away, after exacting 
from them a promise to pay the dis- 
criminating duty in the event of the at- 
torney-general, to whom the whole sub- 
ject has been referred for an opinion, 
determiniuK that tiie iaw required such 
payment. 

Mr. McKenna deemed tlie matter in- 
portant enough to give it hia peraonai 

attention instead of referring it to one 
of his subordinates, as is the custom of 
the federal law department, and when 
he returns to Washington from his 
vacation, about two weeks hence, jie will 
write the opinion ttiat he has been asked 
for. 

n he sustains the position luken by 
the Chicago collector in seizing the tea 
and holding it temporarily to enforce 
the collection of the discriminating duty' 
and decides that section 22 requires all 
imports consigned to the United States, 
whether from Asia or Europe, originally 
landed in Canada shall pay a discrimiu- 
ating.duty of 10 per cent., be will strike 
a blow at the Canadian Pacific railroad 
on one hand, and the Grand Trank on 
the other that will seriously cripple these 
corporations. 

American railroad officials are keenly 
interested in the forthcomingoperalions, 
for they will determine whether or not 
the Canadian Pacific will continue to be 
a great rival of the American railroads, 
especially of the Great Northern and the 
Northern Pacific. 

The Canadian Pacific has made a 
specialty of the Asiatic business ever 
since it established its own line of steam- 
era, conaiating of ttie Empress of India, 
the Empreaa of Japan and the Empress 
of China, between Vancouver, B.C., and 
Japanese and Chineae porta. It forced 
the Great Northern to establish a simi- 
lar line, whose terminus is at Seattle, 
and made tleep inroads into the buaineas 
of the Occidental Oriental Company, 
which is controlled by the Northern Pa- 
cific, Union Pacific and the I'acilic Mail 
Steamship Company. Tlie Canailian 
Pacific steamers have controlled such a 
percentage of the Pacific carrying busi- 
ness tliat the Canadian Pacific has been 
enuljled to eecure a large percentage of 
Asii'.tic iin portationa, consisting of tt.i, 
silk and other products destined for the 
United States. The road's chief success 
has beeu in China, and it is claimed that 
it brings to this side of the Pacific a 
greater amount of Chinese food products, 
which are imported expressly for resi- i 
dent Chinamen , than all of the other 
lines combined. I

contiguous in the United States, which 
are regularly imported into Canada and 
afterwards exported to the United 
States, are subject to the discriminat- 
ing duty of 10 per cent., provided for in 
section 22 of the new tarifl'act, and also 
that the method of conveyance, whether 
by water, rail or otherwise, ia not 
material. The question whether goods 
transported through Canada to the 
United States, under consular seal, are 
subject to the duty, has not yet been 
determined. 

jMoNTiiKAL, Aug. 11. — TheelTect of the 
new clause in the American tarifi' bill, 
putting an extra 10 per cent, duty on 
foreign goods brouglit into a Canadian 
port and afterwaeds shipped into the 
United States, was discussed in railway 
circles to-day and the decision of the 
attorney-general is awaited with somo 
anxiety. The statement from Waahing- 
ington that aa one result of the new 
tariff, the bonding privileges enjoyed by 
Canadian railwaya will be abolished, had 
been written, according to the officials of 
tlio C.P.R., under a total misconception. 
The clause makes no reference whatever 
to the bonding priviiegea of Canadian 
railways. 

BONDING PBIVILEGE SAFE. 

That Extra Ten Per Cent. WIU Probably 
Not Have tlie Eircct U.S. Railways 
Hope for. 

Toronto, Aug. 12.— The Globe's .Otta- 
wa correspondent, discussing the clause 
in the Dingley bill which, according to 
the New York press, threatens the bond- 
ing priviiegea, aaya: "The bonding privi- 
lege is not threatened. The object of the 
amendment was to encourage direct 
trade and discourage the carrying trade 
of Canadian railways, hnt not to all'ect 
the bonding privilege. The same dis- 
crimination exactly was made in Mr. 
Foster's Canadian larifl', which contained 
a clause imposing a discriminating duty 
of 10 per cent, on a certain class of mer- 
chandise when ' imported from the 
United States.' The object was to 
compel Canadian dealers to get their 
teas over the Canadian Pacific Railway 
from Vancouver and Japan or else sub- 
mit to an extra 10 per cent., if they get 
teas from New York. Evidently the ob- 
ject of clause 22 of the Dingley tariff is 
to place an extra tax of 10 per cent, on 
seaboard freight entering the United 
States by way of Canada ; and while this 
is a blow aimed at Canadian seaports 
and Canadian railways, it has nothing 
to do with the bontling privileges grant- 
ed by the United States. 

THE MINERS ENJOINED. 

Freliminary Order Forbidding Them to In- 
terfere In Any Way With Uen 
at Work. 

PiTTsnuRQ, Aug. 12.— The much 

talked of bill for an injunction against 
the United Mine Workers, that was to 
have been filed in the United States 
courts was filed in the county court 
about noon by counsel for the New York 
and Cleveland (las Co. The defendants 
named are the United Mine Workers of 
America, Put. Dolau, president ; Kdwanl 
Mackay, vice - president; William 
Warner, the secretary and treas- 
urer, and others. The bill re- 
cites the conditions prevailing at 
the mines since the strike heyan, and 
alleges that the strikers have paid no 
attention to the sherill's proclamations, 
and that the lives of miners and that the 
property of the company are in danger. 
Judge Collier granted a preliminary in- 
junction and restraining order, enjoin- 
ing the defendants from assembling, 
marching or encamping in proximity to 
the mines and houses of the miners for 
the purpose of intimidation, and by 
menaces and threats and oppro- 
biouB words preventing the miners 
from working. It further restrains 
the defendants from inducing or 
compelling any miner to quit work. A 
hearing was fixed for August Pi. The 
injunction ia regarded as the most 
sweeping yet issued. President Dolan 
expressed surprise wlien informed that 
it had been granted, and added; "It 
will n}ake no tUfference to me. We will 
not break camp, and will go right along 
aa usual until the matter ia tested in the 
courts. We will stay there regardless of 
every judge in Allegheny county, and if 
they try to enforce the injunction 
they will have to build more jails to ac- 
commodate the men." When the news 
of the injunction granted by the county 
court, practically breaking up the camp, 
reached Turtle Greek the wildest excite- 
ment ensued. The strikers were em- 
phatic in their protest against the act ion .

AUSTEIA AITD BULGARIA. 

They Are'Sandng at Eacn Other But Win 
Hardly Comes to Blows, 

LoNnox, Aug 12. — The Austro-Bulgar- 
ian trouble is a 8 us pension rather than a 
rupture of diplomatic relations. Baron 
Call von Kulmbftch-Roaenbury, the 

Austrian charge d' aflaires at Sofia, hav- 
ing entrusted thebusinessof the legation 
to his secretary, Barou Iluennling, dur- 
ing hia absence. It ia not likely that 
Austria will do anything further aa Bul- 
garia is one of the chief cuatoinera for 
Austrian goods. Matters are likely to re- 
main as they are for the present, and as 
Bulgaria survived a breach with Euasia 
she will also survive a breach with 
Austria. 

U is suggested that her masterful 
premier, M. Stoilotf, wishes to embarrass 
Prince Ferdinand, who must choose be- 
tween dismissing his premierand oU'end- 
ing Austria. It ia also alleged that the 
Sultan has urged Prince Ferdinand to 
rest with a view of creating a division of 
the European pressure now exercised 
upon Turkey witti reference to the peace 
treaty.

AGAINST SHOKTEE HOURS. 

Cycle Manufacturers Fear the Advantage 
Foreign Competitors Would 

Enjoy. 

LoNDo.N, Aug. 12. — At a meotingof the 
Cycle Manufacturers Protection Aasocia- 
tion at Coventry to-day, a reaolution was 

adopted expressing alarm at the en- 
gineers, a largo number of whom are 
either on strike or locked out, demand 
ing that forty-eight hours should const! 
tute a week's work, while those em- 
ployed in the same branches in tiie 
United States work Bi.\:ty hours, and 
those on the continent nearly seventy 
hours per week. This action ia regarded 
as a foresliadowing of a large acceBsion 
of cycle firms to the emi)loyes' federa- 
tion. The twenty-one cycle firms who 
joined the federation on July 27 were all 
in the Nottingham district.

They Encouraged the Becent Attack on the 
British Fort— More Troops Being 
Sent Forward. 

LoNBO.\,Aug. 12. — According toades

up principally of Afghans from the Jala 
bad district together with a contingent 
of Mohmandi of Lalpura, owing alle- 
giance to the Ameer of Afghanistan.

To Sul)-Diviae Yale District.

VANCOUVEH. 

YAXi'ouvKit, Aug. 12. — The steamer 
"Tees arrived from Dyea to-day. Cap- 
tain Goas reports paaaing tlie Bteamere 
Edith, Roeaiie, Elder, Danube, Al-ki, 
Stun-, Rapid Transit, Pioneer witli two 
bar(^es in tow, Eliza Anderson, Coquit- 
lain, Willamette, and tlie tug IJolyoke 
vitli Bcliootier in tow, all bound for 
Dyea. They n^Dortml nil well. Tliere 
were about 1,000 people at Dyea, who 
will try to j;et through the White Pass, 
as it is said there are only 2,700 feet rise 
in IS milee, againet 3,700 feet rise in tlie 
first four miles of Clulcot Pass, which 
horses cannot stand. 

The following ia the pack on the 
Skeena as reported by the Tecs. Stiuid- 
ard cannery, 5, TOO; CHaKton'e, oJOO; 
Carlisle, 5,500; CuiniinKham's, 7,(')00; 
British Aiiierii-an, 8,100; Invoriie.-s, 
8,800, Xorlhern Pacitic, 8,000; Aber- 
deen, 8,100; lialiuoral, 7,000. 

Mr. Dawson, a wealthy eontractor of 
St. Catharines, Ont., Mrs. Dawson and 
two sons, have arrived en route for 
Dyea. 

"There are 500 pounds of ore from the 
Blue Bell mine, of lllecillewait, on view 
at IVIr. Stewart's mining oflice. The 
rock carries gold, copper and silver, and 
is very attractive. The claim contains 
three atringera from 10 to 12 feet apart, 
each Btringer being 15 inches to 2 feet 
wide. The tunnel has been driven in 
200 feut in tlie property and asbaftsunlt 
50 feet, and besides, eeveral open euta 
have been made. A traii has been btiill 
from the lUecillewaet station to tlie 
mine.

The Vancouver market buildint; is now 
being altsred into city biiildiiis:a by day 
labor, Mr. Rockett being foreman. 

The city council are considering a pro- 
poaition to buy out the gas eoiupany, 
The price that has been named is said 
ba something between $250,000 and 
$275,000. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Wkstjilnstiou, Aug. 12. — In tlie 
Supreme court, before Mr. Justice Bole, 
in the matter of the Kew Westminster 
Gas Co., Ltd., Mr. Gordon E. Corbould, 
tJ.C, presented ii petition of the Bank 
oi Montreal to wind up the coinpa.iy,tiie 
company being iuilebted to them in the 
sum ol ^5,085.3.1, which the company ia 
unable to pay, and for wliich execution 
is issued. Mr. Dockrill, who appeared 
for Mr. Jainea Cunningham, who is a 
creditor to the extent of ^ 1-1,01(5. 70, said 
he could take no objection to the order 
Koing, and finally, after discussion, it 
waa ordered, by consent, that Mt. Alex. 
Ewen be appointed provisional liquida- 
tor, without security, and that the otii- 
ciai liquidator be appointed at 2 p.m. 
on Monday, 30th August, L897, due no- 
tice to be given to the creditors. 

Arrangements are progressing satis- 
factorily for the grand concert on Friday 
night, in aid of the British Columbia 
rifle team, which leaves for Ottawa on 
Sunday. It has been decided to hold 
tlie concert in tlie armories, wiiere tliere 
■will be ample seating accommodation. 

There haa been a decided slackening 
oil' in tlie run of salmon, the average 
catches not being higher tlian sixty per 
boat. With all the boats out, however, 
this will give the canneries enough lieh 
to keep tiiem working, and if tlie run 
continues at that rate for another week 
the flsbernjen will have a chance to 
make a little money. 

Stiir,^:eon appear to be plentiful in the 
river just now. They get entangled in 
the samnon nets, to which they cause 
considerable damage. The larcieat cf 
these fish taken inthepastweels weighed 
GOO pounds, but they are of all sizes. 

There are still very few humpbacks in 
si^lit, and it is hoped they will not enter 
the river until the last of the sockeyes 
have gone up,

([uarti rs of the east division. Govern- 
iiieiit otlices for the district are now at 
Vernon, 175 miles distant, and much 
loaa of time in tloiiig business resnlta.

THE STREET IMPROVE- 

MENT BY-LAW, 

A disposition is said to exist on the 
part of some of the aldermen to prevent 
tlie street improvement by-law from be- 
ing submitted to a popular vote. We do 
not think this wise, and that quite apart 
Irom the merits of the by-law itself, con- 
cerning vfhich we shall have something 
to say later, if a vote is ordered. 

It is conceded that our streets need 
improvements, both in regard to the side- 
walks and the carriage way. It is like- 
wise conceded that the work of improve- 
ment will be attended by a good deal of 
a financial burden and not a Utile prac- 
tical difficulty. The taxpayers would 
bear the one, if they believed they were 
getting value for their money, and the 
physical diflSculties, though sufficiently 
eerioua, are not as great aa have to be 
contended with in many other cities. 
The last mayoralty election may not, in 
the strictest sense of the term, have been 
run upon street improvement aa an ia- 
Bue, but Mayor Redfern pledged liimaelt 
iu the strongest possible terms to recom- 
mend an expenditure of $100,000, and 
his election was recognized aa the first 
step towarda a ayatem of atreet improve- 
ment which would involve at least 
that amount of money. 

In pursuance of the pledge which he 
then made, Mr. Redfern, after his elec- 
tion as Mayor, submitted a general atale- 
nitnt of hia views on the subject, which 
was to some extent discussed and was 
not wholly endorsed. We have now 
submitted a definite proposition differ- 
ing in some essential features from that 
first suggested, and the city council is 
asked to order its submisaion to a popu- 
lar vote. We tliink it ought to be sub- 
inilted. The taxpayers should be given 
an opportunity of saying whether or not 
they approve of the proposed plan. II 
they do, a beginning will have been 
made upon a very important public im- 
provement; if they do not, there will be 
fioniething gained, for it will then be 
known wliat tliey are not willing to do, 
and perhaps some one may be able to 
suggest a better plan that will be more 
acceptable. 

We think the by-law ought to be sub- 
mitted so that it may l)e discuased. Of 
general talk about atreet iiuprovementa 
there has been quite enough. What is 
wanted now ia that t'eople ahall get 
down to business and talk of definite 
plans, their relative coat and efficiency 
Any other sort of diseuaaion will bo lu 
conclusive and unsatisfactory. When 
there is nothing to be decided very little 
interest is taken in a debate ; but when 
a matter of taxation ia directly involved, 
people will give it their attention. Even 
if there was an absolute certainty that 
the by-law would be defeated, the small 
expense of holding the election would 
not be lost, iu view of the value of an in- 
telligent dificuaaion of a deliuito proposi- 
tion. 

On the general principle that the 
aldermen ought not to set themselves up 
as a barrier to the consideration of pub- 
lic qaeations by the people thi-.maelvea, 
it ia not necessary to aay very much. 
Our ayatem of municipal government 
treats the city council simply as an in- 
termediary body, to provide means by 
■which the people are enabled to express 
their views on the matter of permanent 
expenditures or radical cbangea of any 
kind. The law take^ the right of set- 
tling these matters out of the hands of 
the council, and it ia a quasi usurpation 
of power for aldermen to refuse to allow 
11 question of groat public interest, and 
a^rociated with such antecedents as Ibe 
6. a'ct ' improvement question ia, to be 



submitted to vote. As the aldermen do 
not conatitute a court of appeal from the 
popular vote, so neither ought they to 

assume the right to say in advance what 
the people may and what they may not 
vote upon in matters of thia important 
nature. That they have the strict 
iegal power to prevent a vote on any 
queation, we ahall not dispute; but 
granting the existence of such a power, 
we hold, that like the royal prerogative 
of diaallowance of acts of the Imperial 
parliament, " it esiats only on the un- 
derstanding that it ahall never be exer- 
cised." 

QOOD RESULTS ALREADY. 

Already most excellent results have 
flowed from the intelligent effort made 
by the business men of Victoria to ad- 
vertise thia city aa an outfitting point. 
Every mail brings series of inquiries, 
and many come by telegraph. They 
come from all parts of the United States, 
and nearly all of them show that they 
were called forth by either the widely 
circulated " Yukon Gold Fields " pam- 
phlet or the advertisements signed by 
the president of the board of trade, 
which have been printed in many East- 
ern papers. It has never been our for- 
tune to see results follow so quickly from 
advertising. Of course much is due to 
the fact that tlie v.'ork v.'as done prompt- 
ly. When Eastern peojile began to 
realize what the Klondyko discoveries 
meant they learned at the same time 
that "The Yukon Gold Eielda are in 
Canada." Thia is the advertising eliit)- 
boleth. These words have, during the 
last few weeks, stared hundreds of 
thousands of people in the face all over 
the North American continent. Scarcely 
secondary to thia ia the important an- 
nouncement that Victoria is the place to 
outfit, and that dealers hero know what 
prospectors want and how to pack it. 
This excellent result haa been due to the 
fact that a few Victoria business men 
made up their minds to advertise them- 
selves and their city. It only took a few 
days' work and a little money from each 
to make this splendid start. 

One of the ell'ects ot what haa been 
done has been the collection of a lot of 
correspondence which ia well worthy of 
being examined by those who subscribed 
to the advertising fund. The letters are 
in the iianda of the Secretary of the 
Hoard of Trade, who ia acting as secre 
tary of the advertiaing committee. They 
contain much that ia valuable, and aa 
more will be received the collection ia 
likely to possess a very great deal of 
utility to the business community. To 
persons who have not subscribed to the 
fund, and who were not aaked to do so 
simply because the committee atopped 
collecting for the time being when $1,000 
had been raised, we may say that their 
subBcriptions in any amount thoy may 
choose to give will be received at any 
time by the Secretary of the Board of 
Trade. That gentleman has asked the 
Colonist to receive any subscriptions 
for him from persons who may find it 
more convenient to leave their money in 
thia office. This we will gladly do. 
Subscribers to the fund will not only be 
helping in a good work, but they will 
have the liberty of examining all the let- 
ters of inquiry that are received from 
time to time. 

More money is needed. All that haa 
been auljscribed has not yet been ex- 
pended, but it ia practically all appro- 
priated. Almost immediately more 
money will be needed, and at the be- 
ginning of the year the advantage 
of Victoria as an outfitting point ought 
to be impressed upon the pub- 
lic everywhere, so as to catch the 
apring trade. Probably thoee who have 
already aubacribed will have to put their 
hands in their pockets again, but we 
know tliat they will do so willingly. The 
committee ought to have from ^I.TjOO to 
$2,000 in hand to use during the winter. 
When we mention that in one day twelve 
strangers incjuired at the Colonist office 
and three letters wore received from 
Chicago, all about outfitting for the Yu- 
kon, the inquiries and the letteru being 
stated to be due to tho circulation of the 
" Yukon Gold Eields " pamphlet, it will 
be seen how quickly advertiaing tella. 
Every day the Colonist gets inquiries 
from various quarters. The ques- 
tions are as varied as the queationera. 
So it is in many other places in town, 
for we Buppose there ia no man so busy 
that he cannot find time to answer a 
prospective Yukoner. 

We repeat that good work, the very 
best kind of work, judging from results, 
has been done already, but we have only 
got fairly under way. Victoria as the 
starting point for the Yukon will get a 
good send-off ahortly in I'nited States 
and Britiah illustrated papers. Thiawill 
do a great deal of good. We tell the bus- 
ineaa n)eu of Victoria that the ball is at 
their feet, and they can drive it through 
tho goal of prosperity if they determine 
todoao. 

TUE POST-INTEIAJdENVER 

AND VICTORIA MERCHANTS. 

When a newspaper seta out to tell an 
untruth, wo au|)poae no fault can bo 
found with it fordoing an artistic job, 
Therefore, when w« read in iun Post- 
Intelligencer that Victoria merchants 
buy in Seattle everything they sell to 
outfitters, we sujJpose that we ought not 
to feel any particular degree of ill-temper. 
But there is an old aaying that " liars 
ought to have long memories," and the 
Seattle paper has furniahod new proof of 
its truth. Last week this champion fal- 
sifier told ita readers that all that out- 



fitters could get here were rusty goods 
that had been long on the shelves of 
provincial stores. This week these 
rusty goods have been transformed into 
American products, fresh from the 
wholesale houaea of Seattle. Will our 
gentle contemporary please try again? 

It is an old saying in Seattle that the 
Post-Intelligencer will box the compaea 
on any proposition which the ingenuity 
of man can suggest, it only given time 
enough; and it does not want much 
time either. There ia no aspect ot any 
conceivable queation that the Poat-In- 
telligencer haa not advocated and op- 
posed, doing both with an owl-like 
solemnity that is its trick for shielding 
its ignorance of everything but the ward 
politica of its city. Some morning its 
readera will actually stumble across the 
truth about the outfitting business in its 
columns. 

Victoria merchants will see the sort of 
opposition that they have to meet. In 
the end the tactics ol the Post-Intelli- 
gencer will fail. President Lincoln used 
to say some persons could fool tho public 
for some time, but no one coukl fool all 
tho people, always. So our Seattle con- 
temporary will Qnd, and so the Seattle 
business men will find. They may suc- 
ceed in deceiving a goodly number of 
people this fall, but the truth will out 
(luring tho v>intef , and they will have to 
take tho conaequences in the spring. 
Victoria liaa nothing to say against fair 
commercial rivalry; but it has a right to 
resent tho tactica of cheapclothing pedlars 
when employed against it by reputable 
business houses and a presumably 
reputable newapaper, 

The pretence ia still being made in 
Seattle that duties will not be collected 
on American goods going into the Y'ukon. 
This, of course, hurts tho man who is 
deceived by it, like that unfortunate 
Scouler, whose story we told yesterday, 
and who lost over JfSOO by believing such 
rubbish. In the long run it will hurt 
the business men who make sucii repre- 
sentations. The statement that goods 
cost more liere than in Seattle is a eimple 
untruth, whicli may deceive a purcliaser 
once, but will not do so a second time. 
The decryiuK of Canadian goods and 
Canadian business houses is a mean 
piece of business, wholly unworthy of a 
city like Seattle, and especially when 
directed againat Victoria, whose people 
have always had so kindly a feeling 
towards her.

Full Text of the Objectionable 
Clauses of the Yukou Min- 
ins Rules. 



The Decision of the Gold Commis- 
sioner in All Cases to 
Be Final. 



Although the order-in-eouncil approv- 
ing the Dominioa government's regul- 
atioua for placer mining along the Yukon 
and its tributaries was adopted aa long 

a^o aa the 21at of May last, there are 
still very many jieople deeply interested 
in all that pertains to the northern 
mines who have as yet had no opportun- 
ity of acquainting themselves with all 
the proviaiona of theae regnlations. Tbe 
majority of the mnch-ta!ked-of rules 
have, of course, been publiahed, both in 
the Colonist and in convenient pocket 
form in the compact pamphlet with map, 
dealing with the far northern minee, and 
issued by Mr. Lugrin ; but the sections 
dealing with the reservation of alternate 
claims and with the collection of royal- 
ties are aa yet news, and may be given 
aa hereunder. They appear aa aections 
G, VA and 14, in the oflicial publication. 

" 0. Entry shall only be granted for 
alternate claims, the other alternate 
claims being reserved for the crown, to 
be disposed of at public auction or in 
Buch other manner as may be decided 
by the Minister of the Interior. The 
penalty for trespassing upon a claim 
reserved for the crown ahall be im- 
mediate cancellation by the Gold Com- 
luisaioner of any entry or entries whicii 
the i)eraon treapassing may have ob- 
tained, whether by original entry or 
purchase, for a mining claim, and the 
refusal by the Gold Commissioner of the 
acceptance of any application which the 
person trespassing may at any time 
make for a claim. In addition to such 
penalty the Mounted Police, upon a re- 
(|uisition from the Gold Commissioner 
to that ell'et^t, shall take the neceaeary 
Bteps to eject the trespasser. 

" l.'i. An entry fee of iflo shall be 
charged the first year, and an annual fee 
of $100 for each of the following years. 
This Drovision shall apply to locations 
for which entries have already been 
granted. 

" I I. A royalty of ten per cent, on the 
gold mineil shuli be levied and collected 
by otlicera to be appointed for the pur- 
pose, provided the amount so rained and 
taken from a aingle claim does not ex- 
ceed ifSOO per week, tn case theamount 
mined and taken from any single claim 
exceeds $500 per week, there shall be 
levied and collected a royalty of ten per 
cent, upon the amount SO taken out, np 
to .trjQO, and upon the excess on amount 
taken from any sinL'le claim over ifoOO 
per week there; shall lie levied and col- 
lected a royalty uf twenty per cent., 
tucb royalty to "form i)art of the conaoli- 
(lated revenue, and to be accounted lor 
by the ollicerri who collected the aauie in 
due course. The time and manner in 
which such royalty shall be collected, 
and the persona who shall collect the 
same, shall lie provided for in the regu- 
lationa to be made by the gold conimia- 
sioner. Default in payment of such roy- 
alty if continued for ten days after notice 
has been posted upon the claim in re-

The Klondylce Contingent Make tbe Occi- 
dental Tlieir Headquarters— A Jubilee 
Representative.

A Huge Russian Project for Making an AU- 
Year Port of Vladivostock. 

A Tokyo journal is responsible for the 
following; Vladivostock being the ter- 
minus of the Siberian railways, ia a most 
important i)art of Kuasia. ^■otwith- 
stnnding thia fact, over four months dur- 
ing tbe cold season the jiorl ia blocketl 
up with ice, and ehipping Irallic is en- 
tirely iiii[)ossilile, and therefore llie rail- 
\vav In.'^es nuieli ot its advantages. The 
Ku.'isiau authorities have eiuleavoreii for 
many years to con([uer nature, and soine 
yeara ago ice-breaking ahipa were intro- 
duced to break open the ice, but it has 
been found that the operation ia jiracti- 
cally uaelesa. A certain engineer lias 
hit upon the rather wonderful idea of re- 
claiming the narrowest part of Tartary 
strait, between Saghalien and the Kua- 
aian mainland. Ue ia of the opinion 
that if this ia done the cold current that 
enters the Japanese sea from the Arctic, 
via Bebring straits, will be cliecjked, and 
the jjaaaago of the warmer tide, coming 
from the south through Tsuhima straits, 
will nuike the water on tbe coasts of Jap- 
an, aa well aa at VladivoaLock, warmer, 
and the latter will be warmer all the year 
rounil. This scheme was preaented to 
the Kusaian government for approval, 
and it ia now engaged in its investiga- 
tions. There is a probability of this 
piece of smart engineering being entered 
upon after thecompletiou of theSiberian 
railway.

A Legal Opinion ou the (Jiiestiou of 
the Ownership of the 
Far North. 



A Plioiioffraiilier Calls Attention to 
the Proposed Isaac titmau 
Memorial. 



To THE Editok:— In your issue of the 
fifth inet., in an editorial entitled "A 
Territorial Question," you draw atten- 
tion to the fact that by an Imperial 
order in council dated July 19, 1S62, 
the adminiatratioa of the Sticlceeu ter- 
ritories vraa vested in the Governor of 
British Golambia for the time being, and 
point out that audi order in council has 
apparently not been " cancelled " ; the 
eflect being tl'^t tl'o administration of 
British Columbia " extends two degrees 
farther north than has generally been 
supposed," irbich " would give this pro- 
vince the revenue derivable from the ex- 
tensive gold mines liI<oly to be developed 
there," etc. 

The question raised is of such great 
importance that in common, 1 doubt 
not, with many othorB, I had hoi)ed to 
see some of those whoso early and per- 
sonal acqniiintiinoc witli the liistory of 
the province apuciaily lita tlieni to dia- 
i'lif33 aiich cubjocto, tak.6 up Lha nuestiuii. 
iSiit, aa a week luie now elapsed without 
any light being thrown on the jjoiut, I 
venture to oiler u solution. 

You aay ; " In ISO'.) the Dominion 
purchased the Xorthweat Territories 
from the lludeon's Bay Co., but we are 
not aware that the purchase conveyed to 
the Dominion any greater right than the 
company had to sell, and the rights 
were aaDject to the aatbority ot the Gov- 
ernor of British Columbia to administer 
the affairs of tliat area described aa the 
Ktickeen Territories." 

Now the Dominion acquired not only 
the rights ot the lludsona Bay Company 
to its territories, known as Kupert's 
Land, but also the "Xorthwestern Terri- 
tory," as distinguished from Kupert's 
I^aad. It should bu borne in mind tiiat 
the joint address o( both houses of the 
parliament of Canada (Jlay lOS'.)) pre- 
sented (under aection l-lliof the Briliati 
North American Act) to Her Majesty, 
on which " Rupert's Land and North- 
western Territory " proclamation of June 
23, 1S70, was issued, prayed " for the 
acquisition by Canada of the territorial 
rights claimed by the " Hudsons Bay 
Company in liupert's Land, and in any 
utiier part of British Korth America, 
not comprised In Rujtert'a Land, Cana- 
da, or Brttisfa Columbia," and also that 
Her Majesty would unite Rupert's 
Land and the Northwest (sic) Territory 
with this Dominion, and to grant to the 
])arliament of Canada authority to legis- 
late for their future welfare and good 
goveriiuient, and assuring Your Majesty 
01 the willingness of the parliament of 
Canada to assume the duties and obli- 
gations of government and legislation as 
regards those territories." It was con- 
Bei|uently directed, by said order in 
council of June 23, 1870, that the North- 
weatern territory (including Rupert's 
Land) should be admitted into and be- 
come part of the Dominion of Canada, 
and that the parliament of Canada should 
have full power and authority to legis- 
late for that territory, 

From this date, clearly, the legislative 
and administrative power over such 
territory was vested in the government 
of Canada. 

■Should, however, any possible doubt 
arise as to whetliur the .Stickeeii district 
wa^ intended to bo included in this 
transfer of Rupert's Land and the 
" Northwestern Territory." it will beset 
at rest by the Imperial order in council 
of ,hily 31, 1880, i)roclaimed in response 
to another add ress, dated May 3, 1S7S, 
from the parliauiont of Canada, iiy 
this last order in council it was provided 
that : 

" From and after the lirst day of Sep- 
temher, 1S80, all British territories and 
possessions in North America not already 
included within the Douiinion of Can- 
ada, and all islands adjacent to any of 
such territoriesor possessions shall (with 
the exception of the Colony of New- 
loundland and its dependencies) become 
and be annexed to and form part of the 
saiil Donnnioii of Canada; and become 
and be subject to the laws for the time 
lieing in force in tlie eaid Dominion, in 
80 far as such laws may be applicable 
thereto." 

Kven were the or<ler in council of 
.luneL'.'^, 1870, notof itself suflicient, the 
combined ell'ect ol the tu o orders above 
(juoteil would be to bestow upon the Do- 
minion government "the right to ad- 
minister the Htickeen Territory," for- 
merly so-called. 

You raise no question as to the actual 
northern boundary of this province : this 
was finally Qxed by the Imperial act of 
July 23, 1883, at the sixtieth parallel of 
north latitude.

them, word for word, thanks to phono- 
graphy. That useful art came into the 
world in the year 18.17, the year in which 
our good Queen began to reign, and it 
has coino to stay as an " institution," 
not only in all parts of the British 
Empire and the United States, 
but also in some other countries. 
Sir Isaac Pitman's phonography is prac- 
tised by French, Italians, and even Jap- 
anese, in their respective countiiee, and 
has in fact boeome a " sine qua non " to 
people who live in civilised parts of the 
world. We may not be " au fait " at it 
ourselves, but some other persons must, 
otherwise we are tleprivsd of a certain 
amount of useful and interestinginform- 
ation, or put to much inconvenience. If 
all the railways and telegraph lines in 
the world were suddenly destroyed, the 
public would in this go-ahead age be put 
to no slinht annoyance. Well, we may 
venture to aay also that if all the short- 
hand writers and verbatim reporters 
were to die to-morrow (which may heav- 
en forbid) it would be, I am inclined to 
believe, a calamity ; for, apart from our 
grief for the lamentable departure of the 
gentlemen (and ladies also) of the 
" winged art," we would be deprived of 
much valuable mental food, or informa- 
tion, supplied by the phonographer. The 
Colonist and tlie Times, now cheap at 
five cents a copy, would be dear at one 
or two. Please don't be ofibnded or 
alarmed. I think and I hope there is no 
danger. Phonography has come to re- 
main, and I trust that in this, tli'; year 
of its Diamond Jubilee, the effort to per- 
petuate the memory of the inventor, the 
late Sir Isaac I'itman, who died last 
January, will be successful. If 1 were 
well enough to make a personal canvass 
1 would imtiirally go lirst to phonograi)h- 
t,TS, but I would bluaii tu aak them for 
more than half a dollar, for 1 believe 
that that useful, and now so necessary a 
body, are very inadequately remunera- 
ted, I would have to say " <_;iveten cents 
or so much more that yon can afford." 
Lawyers, meretmntB, and all who read 
the newspapers, I would certainly give 
to understand that their contributions 
might be a little more. However, I am 
vnable to leave my home, but I hope 
there are many who will communicate 
with me, and 'if their subscription be 
small they can make use of postage 
Btami;a— Jubilee stamps, of course, are 
what 1 would like best.

There is a email saw 
mill here, and lumber ia worth ifliJO 
per thousand, and scarce at that. 
Whifiky ia 50 cents a drink, cigars oO 
ix'nia each. I would advise no 0110 to 
come to this country, but we are not 
sorry tliat we came. If anyone should 
want to come here this summer or fall, 
1 would advise him to come by the 
month of the Yukon. 

" We expect to winter in this locality, 
liitormi.ss. We have not prospected 
any yet, but expect to get at it in a few 
(lays. The camp was not struck until 
last Aii^'ust, and it ia estimated that the 
output to date is about ^2,500, 000, 
and will probably be ?25,000,()00 
or .t.'io ,000,000 next year. The coinpaiiiea 
think that they can supply enough food 
for the winter. There will be about 
1,200 people come from the outside this 
year, and 1 e.Kpect na many thousand 
or more next year.

M dp ij ni toea are not iiuudi 
worse than at the inlet. The weather is 
nice ut the present time. I am told that 
Circle City camp ia about deserted, and 
the claim owners are ofl'ering 12.00 per 
day and board. Circle City is about 260 
miles down the river from here."

"On My Honor as a Sailor, I Won't Tenve 
Vou," Said tho Captain to u Swede SnIIor. 
ISriLvery aud Pathos In the Sea llusliieBg 
or tho Old Days. 

"Bahl" he said. "Yon h iiYO a lot to 
Icani, young man. You liuve un mueh 
Feiitiiiient in your coustmctiou as this 
Btiek I carry, 

"Tho idea of a yonth like yon trying 
to tell me tliut there is a.s much bravery 
mid pathoH attached to fieafuriug now as 
there waH when I was master of a whul 
jammer! Y'ou probably believe tliat you 
uro correct in your statemoiit; but, man 
alive, you are mulling a fool of yourself. 
Here in tlieso days you have lifcbotits 
big aud Btont enoupli to caiTy an army 
of iiicii. You have ut^am to nianipulato 
the falls, patent davits to swing clear. 
No lowcriug away by hands and no get- 
ting them back over tho side with every 
jiound of flesh a-pulling. New fangled 
guns for throwing a life lino, rafts that 
won't go to pieces in tho lir.st chop of t» 
no;i, cork jackets that need no instruction 
card.s, but which go on like a man's 
vest; pumps that aro rusty for want of 
u.so, seaniless pkitcs and dozens of other 
inventions in these days. Whore were 
they in the old times? 

"Lot me toll yon something. I don't 
Ray but tlint there arc many brave and 
gallant mariners in tho business now. 
But th(^ old shipwreck meant more in 
the matter of life taking than the ship- 
wreck (if today docs. Did you over licar 
tell of a sailor of tho old school trying 
to got into a boat before tho pnssciigors 
woto out of danger? You needn't say 
yon have, because you have not. Why, 
the only ones who ever attempt any- 
thing of that kind ore stokers and firo- 
mcn and rowdies who have the inipu- 
dunre to call themselves sailors. 

"I remember the ea.so of a Khore loafer 
named Holmes, wlio tried a shenanigan 
liki; that. Ho was afterward tried in the 
United .States circuit court at Philadol- 
])hia and was convicted of maiislaughtcr. 
He was ono of ^0 shi])wrccked persons 
who took to the Iniig boat, which was 
greatly overloaded uiid constantly in 
danger of sinking. Well, this beach rat 
Holmes and some more of Abraham 's 
men threw overboard 16 passengers, two 
of whom were women, to lighten the 
boat. Tho court held that a sailor is 
bdund liy law, if nece.'-sary, to sacrifice 
hi.H life t(i save the life of passengers. 
Funhermoru the court held that while 
two sailors might stnigglc with each 
olher for the pnssessinji of tho sanio 
plank which could .'-ave but cin(>, if a 
pa.ssoiiger were on the plank even tlio 
law of necessity would not justify tho 
sailors in tiUiing it from hitu. You do 
lint think much of that law? Well, it is 
the law of Qod. It is also tho law of 
duty. 

"Did you ever hear of tlin ca.so of 
(Japlaiu Nutmaii of the sliip Aidar? Ho 
wa.s a ^ofid sailor and a galhmt master 
and lui matter what many may think, 
it is pn.«sible to bo both. His ship foun- 
dered, but ho refu.'-ed to bo taken off. 
Do yim knew why he refusxd to bo taken 
oft ? Tin re was an injured man on board, 
and wlii le the old tiinbors wore going 
to pii'Ci s under lyi very feet he linelt 
down aud said to the man: 

" 'I won't leave yon, lad. On nay 
honor as a sailor I won't.' 

"On his honor iis a sajlor ho would 
not leave him. Have you ever board of 
luiytliing more touchingly honest? Cap- 
tain Kutman went down with his ship, 
but managed to hold on to his man and 
to get to the bottom of an upturned 
boat, from which they were iifterward 
rc>si'ued. It w:is a mouth or so after that 
when a townsman asked Captain Nut- 
man what the name of the rescued man 
was. 

"'Why, I never inquired,' he said. 
'Ho just signed articles in tho regular 
way. I may have hoard it then, but I 
do not know it now. Ho was a Swede, 
thiit's all I know of him. '■

Animated Scene Presented at the 
Outer WUarvea Yesterday— Tte 
" Bristol " Attraction. 



Bi'itisli Ships "Commodore" and 
" JPatterdale " Arrive in Ballast 
—A Fishery Seizure. 



The bustle from ianuaaerable trucka 
running in aad oat of the large ware- 
houses, from the noise of steam •tt'lnches, 
the hammering of cnrpenterB aboard the 
Bristol and on the wharf, and from tho 
chatter of crowds of people moving 
about, never ceased at the outer wharvea 
from early dawn till long after dark yes- 
terday. The scene was one of interest- 
ing activity, and in itaell was a very 
etrong attraction. To adil to tlie stir 
about the I3ri9tol, the Bteamehip Uma- 
tilla arrived early from Califoriiia with 
lier upper decks black with people. 
Tliey t;aaio Xorth on various niig- 
aions, inckiding the quest for 
gold inspiring a large eoatingcnt. 
In all there were 153 first class and 107 
second claas paeaengers. The Umatilla 
was late in arriving tbroagb encounter- 
ing unfavorable weather. She brought 
150 tons of cargo for Victoria and a large 
freight for the cities on the Bound. In 
tho afternoon Bhe was succeeded at the 
wharf by tho Walla Walla, which sailed 
for the Liolden Gate at 8 o'clock. .She 
took away over ItiO cabin passengers, a 
good ninny more than there were births 
for. Tlie list from Victoria was aa fol- 
lows ; iV. J. Gillehan aud wife. Miss K. 
L. Beck, Mrs. C. E. Blat;k, Mrs. A. C. 
Brown, C. .Solby, H. C. Selby, G. Aab- 
ton. Miss Sport, Mies Wilson, Misa iM. 
Harris, Mies E. Diiflie, Mies M.Stephen, 
Mias M. Clark, Miss K. Tullbrd, Mrs. J.

The R. F. Bitbet, from the Eraser, 
was at the outer wbarf when the Walla 
Walla sailed. Bhe waa very heavily 
loaded and had among her freight over 
100 head of cattle for local butchers. At 
the end of the same pier the Lome was 
lying. Siie towed in during the after- 
noon a eailinic vessel to the Royal 
Roads, and waa all in readiness to leave 
BOine tinio during the night with the 
British Bhip Fort George for Departure 
Bay, where that yesael, which has been 
lyint; iii the l-loyal Roads for the past 
week or so, is to load coal for California. 
.Vt tiie new outer wharf tho British bark 
Silberliorn was busy slinging English 
merchandise out of her hatclies. She 
will soon have all lier Victoria freiglit 
unloaded and will be leaving then lor 
Vancouver, for which port she haa sev- 
eral bandred tons of miscellaneous cargo. 

The main attraction at the wharves 
was the Bristol, whose decks resembled 
a great stable, with horses stabled all 
around. She had on board only about 
half the number of live stock she will 
uarry, tlie other animals, or at least the 
greater number of them, being within 
sight not far from the ship, The car- 
penters are not finished on the Bristol 
yet, and it is considered doubtful if the 
big steamer will he ready to cast ofl" her 
lines from the wharf to-day. It will 
probably be to-morrow before she sails. 
One shipment of horses which are leav- 
ing on her did not arrive as expected 
from the Sound yesterday, but they will 
be here according to telegraphic advices 
on the City of Kingston this morning. 

THE MK.XICO " -M I' -\ III. 

A Seattle despatcli says: It will re- 
quire an inqiiiiy by Inspectory of Hulls 
Captain J, Bryant to determine the facta 
of the wreckint: of the steamer Me-xico 
at the entrance to Dixon Sound. It is 
stated with seeming authority that the 
rock which caneed the Mexico's going 
down was West Devil rock, and it ahows 
on the charts. The first accounts of the 
diaaeter are to the efTect that the rock 
was hidden beneath the waves and not 
known on the charts. IJixon's Sound, 
on the inside, baa been considered an 
open highway. It was stated on the 
autliority of D. IJoswell and G. Ander- 
son, passengers on the Mexico, that the 
steamer's course was changed so as to 
send lier outside, saving 16 injiirs on the 
trip. This cnange waa made by tlie 
captain as the result of a petition ci r- 
culated by Chriatian Endeavorera on 




the boat, who were anxioua to reach Se- 
attle before the time limit on their re- 
turn ticketa to the east bad expired. 
Pilot Oornell waa an experienced navi- 
gator, and has been employed in these 
waters for a number ^ of years. He ,waa 
on watch, and Captain Thomas was in 
his stateroom. Whether Pilot Cornell 
neglected hia duties or miscalculated the 
course can only be determined by the 
inquiry now in progress. 

THE " CiUliVIIOUNIJ " SOLD. 

The steamer Greyhound has been sold 
by the Seattle and Tacoma Transporta- 
tion Company to E. B. Ssott, son of 
Oapt. W. B. Scott, the well known 
steamboat man of Portland, and John 
E. Docker, of Seattle. The puTchase 
price was $10,000. The Greyhound is 
well known on the Pacific Coast, having 
a reputation for speed second only to 
that of the I'lyer. She was built hy J. 
W. and Claud Troup at Portland, Or., in 
1800, at a cost of .^Rt.OOO, and was placed 
on the Seattle-Taconia route. On the 
advent of tho Flyer, the Greyhound, or 
I'up as she is familiarly called, was 
placed on the Everett route, which she 
iuis ever since covered, most of tho time 
making three round trips a day. The 
Greyhound ia 13'.>.3 feet long, IS, 5 feet 
beam and 0.4 feet liold, with engines 
14'^' by 72 inches. In one of her races 
on the Tacoma run with the Bailey Gat 
zert she developed the remarkable apced 
of twenty miles an hour between Alki 
point and Seattle. Capt. G. H. Parker 
and Chief Engineer Fred.C. Bell will be 
retained by the new company.

A physical col- 
lapae at any time would create no 
surprise. 

Lo.sijo.M, Aug. 12. — The Westmineter 
Gazette thia afternoon publishes a long 
leading article, during the course of 
which the opinion is expressed that il 
Secretary Sherman ia forced to retire 
from Ohio, he will " make Ohio too hoi 
for Senator Hanna," adding: "Some 
innocents may object that if Secretary 
Sherman is too senile to hold oSice, he 
luuat be too aenilo for the senate.

A CALIFORNIA. STOHY. 

Reported Discovery of a Little Klondyke 

Nearer Home. 

i;i:i.i)i.N(i, Cal,, Aug. 10.— ,T. I?, and Ii, 
B, Graves boarded the overlanti train to- 
night, having in their poaaeasion .$42,000 
in gold, the leault of four days' work on 
Jlorrison gulch, a tributary of Coll'ee 
creek, beyond Garville, in Trinity 
(lotmty. They have been mining on the 
gulcli'for a year past, and ran e tunnel 
the ledge of red and black iron for- 
mation three and a half feet wide. They 
struck several pockets of pure gold em- 
bedded in the ledge, one of the pockets 
yielding $-l,000, while several others 
yi(;lile<l from f! to ^IIOO. 

On .\iii;ust -1, at a point twenty-live 
I'eet from the mouth of the tunnel ami 
twelve feet from the surface, they un- 
covered a large pocket of pure gold. In 
four days they took out llio pounds, 
avoirdupois weight. The largest piece 
was three feet long, two feet wide, live 
inches thick. The pocket yielded $42,- 
UUO. Tho ledge is still intact, and aver- 
ages from ^300 to $500 per ton. 



THE STBIKING COAL MINEBSi 

They are Invading West Vlrglnia"'aijd Re. 
cruitlng Thefe— Soutliem Negroea 
Now Being Hired. . 

PiTTsnijKG, Aug, 10— A crisis is fast ap- 
proaching in the miners' movement 
against the New Y'ork and Cleveland 
Gas Coal Company. To-day the strikers 
had to contend with their lirst spell of 
had weather. A heavy rain drenched 
til camps and prevented the tharchers 
from carrying out their regular pro- 
gramme. 

The Labor Tribune liaa received a let- 
ter from a correapondentatBirmingham, 
Ala., stating that agents are at work 
there securing negroes to tako the place 
of Btrikera in the North. Letters aay 
emalipox is prevalent among the colored 
people in that section, and asks that the 
authorities be warned of the danger of 
spreading the disease through the North 
by permitting imported negroes. 
■ The injunction secured against the 
miners' officials at Bunola was served on 
Preaident Dolaii when he stepped on the 
train at tliia place last night, but he dis- 
regarded it and addressed a large meet- 
ing near the mine a short time later. 
This morning Judge Collier extended the 
injunction to make it include fifteen ad- 
ditional defendants. 

VYiiEELiNo, W. Va,, Aug. 10.— West 
Virginia was invaded by Ohio miners 
thia morning. One hundred and twenty- 
live miners from the Mill creek region 
marched through the city and reached 
tlie Bogga Kun mine below Wlieeling at 
•1 o'clock. The Ohio miners came for 
the purpose of closing down Boggs Bun, 
the only railroad mine in the Wheeling 
diatrict no being operated. They an- 
nounce that they will stay antil the 
Boggs Run minera join the strike, and 
to-day 200 more from Barton, Maynard 
and Paeeoe, other mining communities 
in Eastern Ohio, are to come. The 
minera along the Wheeling _ and Lake 
Erie have also auuounced their willing- 
nesa to pnrticipato in tho demonstration, 
which may last several days. With 
West V'irginia's strikers gathering at 
Uogga Run, there are now about 400 
men there. At this showing of force tho 
100 Boggs Kun miners did not show to 
the front this morning. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 10.— A special to 
the Republican from CofTeen, 111., aays: 
Thia town is under martial law. A force 
of 2B5 armed deputies is guarding the 
town, and particularly the property of 
the CofTeen Coal and Copper Company, 
One hundred and twenty-nve men were 
at work in the aha ft to-day under the 
protection of an armed force. They re- 
fused to work unless the sheriff's posse 
stood guard at the mine entrance to pre- 
vent the posaibility of an onslaught from 
the strikers. 

Ev.\XHvii.Li;, Ind., Aug. 10.— The 
marching miners, notwitstanding the 
court's injunction passed last evening, 
lined up on the highways leading to the 
Ingel minea this morning and, aa the 
men came to work at 5 o'clock, they were 
again appealed to by tho strikers, with 
the result that the few men who ,had in- 
tended to work decided to join the strik- 
ers. The entire force ia now out and the 
marchers are devoting their energies to 
other mines. 

Si'KlNGFiBLD, 111., Aug. 12.— One hun- 
dred nsinere started to-day on their 
march to Decatur, 111. En route they 
will pick up 150 miners at Lincoln, 50 at 
Dawson and 50 at Riverton. At Nantic 
to-night they will hold a general con- 
ference, preparatory to entering Decatur 
to-morrow. The marching minera are 
observing the strictest discipline and are 
ortlerly. They liavo a lurgecommiesiary 
and say tliey \vill have no trouble in 
getting the men out at Decatur. 

Col. B. I!. Ray, Governor Tanner's 
special commissioner, left here for Xan- 
tic to-day. There he talked with the 
miners, operators and authorities, and 
then proceeded to Decatur,

Unrest In Formosa— Japan Preparing for 
Gold Currency— Piracy In Canton, 

Kobe is earning an unenviable notor- 
iety in the manner of collisions with 
coolies. The latest caae to be given pub- 
licity ia that of Ensign lOverbart, of the 
U.S.S. Y'orktown, who was charged with 
aasaulting a rickaba coolie named Genzo 
Okamoto, whom he had engaged al the 
American hatoba to take hini to the 
Xaka-Xu-ToUi\va. The coolie wua alow, 
whereupon Everhart obtai ned ati ato- 
ostii, and on paying them off gave theiu 
10 sen each, wiiich waa more than the 
lejral fare. The ato-oslii went away quite 
satisl3e(i, but Cienzo Okamoto followed 
and pualied against Everliart aud a 
crowd coUectcii. Thereupon ICverhart 
struck tho i;oolio and produced a revol- 
ver— the coolie said ft knife, but this was 
denied — anti subsequently fled into the 
house of Mr. W. P. Turrier. Tho court 
found that tlie lieutenant had only acted 
in eolf-defenco, and dismiased the case. 
Several cases have occurred of late of 
cooliea becoming very abaaive. 

Latest news from Formosa ia of a very 
di6(|uieting nature. The natives are col- 
ectiug in dill'erent parte of the island 
awailinj; an opportunity of risiuL'. Tho 
lapanese troops are busily oeinii)ieil in 
guerrilla warfare, but are apiiarently un- 
able Lo exterminate tbeni.
